COVER PICTURE 
Thanksgiving 

In the United States, the last Thurs- 
day in November, annually set apart 
for thanksgiving, by proclamation of 
the president and of the governors 
of the various states. The day is ob- 
served with religious services in the 
churches, and, especially in New Eng- 
land, as an occasion for family re- 
union. The Pilgrims set apart a day 
for thanksgiving at Plymouth immedi- 
ately after their first harvest, in 1621; 
the Massachusetts Bay colony for the 
first time in 1630, and frequently 
thereafter until about 1680, when it 
became an annual festival in that 
colony; and Connecticut as early as 
1639 and annually after 1647, except 
in 1675. The Dutch in New Nether- 
land appointed a day for giving 
thanks in 1644 and _ occasionally 
thereafter. During the Revolutionary 
War the Continental Congress ap- 
pointed one or more Thanksgiving 
Days each year, except in 1777. Presi- 
dent Washington appointed a day of 
thanksgiving (Thursday, November 
26) in 1789, and appointed another in 
1795. President Madison, in response 
to resolutions of Congress, set apart a 
day for thanksgiving at the close of 
the War of 1812. By 1858 proclama- 
tions appointing a day of thanksgiv- 
ing were issued by the governors of 
twenty-five states and two territories. 
President Lincoln appointed the last 
Thursday of November, 1864, and each 
President has followed his example. 

It has been many years since the 
day depicted on the cover page. It was 
necessary that the Pilgrims protect 
themselves against the Indians, who 
did not understand the white settlers, 
even on their way to and from church 
as well as while in service. Today, 
our government throws about its 
citizens of all religious faith a wall 
of protection, so that we not only 
worship God according to the dictates 
of our conscience, but that without 
molestation. 

Let us not be so completely carried 
away with the tasty daintiness of the 
Thanksgiving dinner of spicy pump- 
kin pies, turkey, with all the trimmings 
and delicious fruits, etc., that we will 
forget to pray for the millions in des-

The Old Testament contains no such 
terms as “your faith,” “thy faith,” 
“their faith,” “in faith,” “through 
faith,” neither “faithless,” which 
is found four times in the New Tes- 
tament. “Faithfulness” is found nine- 
teen times in the Old Testament and 
not any in the New Testament. 
“Faithful” is found thirty times in 
the Old Testament and forty-seven 
times in the New Testament. “Faith- 
fully” is found seven times in the Old 
Testament and once in the New Tes- 
tament. But there can be no faithful- 
ness, etc., without faith. James says 
faith without works is dead, and works 
without faith are dead.

My homecoming was a grand sur- 
prise to my family. Mrs. Porada was 
busy cleaning on Friday when I drove 
up in a cab to the home of her moth- 
er, When I got out of the cab then only 
did they come running to meet me. 
What a time of meeting that was, My 
little boy who is three years old did 
not know me for a long time; he just 
couldn’t make out who I might be un- 
til his brother came home in the 
afternoon and came climbing all over 
me for joy. Then the little fellow be- 
gan to realize I must be his daddy, 
since his brother claimed me for his 
daddy. It is really nice to be back 
home from that dark land of sin and 
terrible nightmare. 

I do appreciate the interest you 
have shown in foreign missions. I hope 
your interest will become greater still. 
The need to carry on the work of God 
and the support of native workers is 
very great. 

We have eight churches and about 
ten or twelve missions. Only one 
native is receiving financial support 





at the present time. The work is ver 
new for the Church of God there an 
they have spent much money alread 
for that work, and promised and wi 
give help for the natives as soon 
they possibly can. I realize that we a 
must pitch in and help the Missio 
Board to raise the necessary fun 
for the missionary cause. I wish 
could help them in some way to raise 
the money. Our native men have beeg 
working without help for such a lon 
time, and will continue to do so, be 
cause of their love for God and lo 
souls. They need help to do a bett 
job so they can devote more or all 

their time to the evangelizing of thei 
people.

OUR LEE COLLEGE 
RULINGS PASSED IN RECENT ASSEMBLY 

That the sale of Lee College notes be 
continued, and that each minister receiving 
the maximum amount allowed by the Gen- 
eral Assembly, and others who are financial- 
ly able, be encouraged to take the lead in 
purchasing said notes by subscribing to at 
least 10 per cent of their net income month- 
ly. Further, that notes should not be cashed 
within two years, except in case of emer- 
gency. 

Whereas, the Church in its expansion 
program is in financial strain and in need 
of $220,000, January 1, 1949, as pay- 
ment on educational expansion program, 
that each church raise a freewill offering, 
and make this amount at least equivalent to 
$1.00 a member, with the request that the 
pastors do their very best to send this 
amount to General Headquarters with the 
November, 1948, reports, and that it be 
earmarked for LEE COLLEGE ONLY. Fur- 
ther, that our publications carry a reminder 
of this in each issue as long as needed. 

That a special issue of the EVANGEL be 
issued the first week in January, 1949, 
which will include the names of all churches 
which have submitted their offerings for 
Lee College. 

That we have an Advisory Board to the 
Board of Education, consisting of all state 
overseers, which shall meet with the Board 
of Education and President at each Assem- 
bly, to advise with them in matters pertain- 
ing to the best interest of the School and 
Church. 
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gelist Oral Roberts, of the Pentecos- 
tal Holiness Church, and at the close 
of the meeting many who were sick 
were prayed for by the evangelist and 
by the ministers who were present. 

It was made very clear, both from 
the platform and in the articles of 
organization adopted at this Consti- 
tutional Convention, that there is no 
intention or desire to create a “super 
church” in the Pentecostal movement. 
The purpose is to promote fellowship, 
as the name “Pentecostal Fellowship” 
implies. This is definitely stated in

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The Spirit-filled saints should lift 
their hearts in humble praise for the 
glorious manner in which God has led 
us in the speedy accomplishment of 
His will. There is not a doubt in our 
minds about the blessedness of the 
Holy Ghost baptism. We agree on the 
fundamentals of the Holy Scriptures 
and enjoy a remarkable fellowship in 
the boundless grace of our Lord. We 
are conscious of God’s hand upon us. 

At the turn of the century a mar- 
velous outpouring of the Spirit began 
to be witnessed throughout this coun- 
try and in several other parts of the 
world. Born-again Christians rejoic- 
ing in the power of Christ’s redemp- 
tive grace began to seek for and re- 
ceive a mighty enduement of the Holy 
Ghost. The gift of the Spirit was at- 
tended by strange but thrilling ex- 
periences—divine revelations and a 
new zeal for service. Everyone who re- 
ceived the baptism in the Spirit wit- 
nessed a tremendous influx of joy and 
spoke ecstatically in other tongues as 
the Spirit gave utterance. Denomina- 
tional ministers received the experi- 
ence, and in many cases were forced 
to give up their pulpits. The result 
was that new churches sprang up. In 
other instances humble consecrated 
laymen were anointed by the Holy 
Ghost. They were expelled from the 
churches, persecuted and despised. The 
result was that God used many of them 
as pastors,, evangelists, and teachers 
for the development of His work. 

It is most significant that the Holy 
Ghost fell as on the day of Pente- 
cost in the period from 1906-1908 in 
the U. S. A., Scandanavia, Britain, 
The Union of South Africa, and other 
parts of the world. Since that time 
millions of people have received the 
experience. There are more than half 
a million people in the organized 
Pentecostal denominations in this 
country, in addition to hundreds of 
independent churches not affiliated 
with any organization. The Pente- 
costal movement has become excep- 
tionally large in Scandanvian coun-

tries and other sections of Europe. 
The work of the Spirit goes on in spite 
of war and other impediments. Com- 
munism, socialism, and all forms of 
opposition from Roman Catholicism 
have been unable to stop the move- 
ment of the Spirit. This last-days 
Pentecostal revival has been attended 
by many wonderful miracles wrought 
by Spirit-filled Christians through 
the power of God. 

A modern-day miracle happened 
recently. It was the occasion of the 
Constitutional Convention of the Pen- 
tecostal Fellowship of North America, 
which convened in Des Moines, Iowa, 
October 26-28. This meeting was, 
without doubt, the greatest gathering 
of Spirit-filled saints I have ever at- 
tended. It was divinely ordained. The 
hope and prayer of many Pentecostal 
leaders became a marvelous reality. 
Such fellowship and understanding 
among us was certainly a return to 
apostolic faith. 

The first service was held on Tues- 
day night in the headquarters 
“Church of the Open Bible.” The fel- 
lowship was grand. Brother Rusthoi, 
associate pastor of Angelus Temple, 
preached a marvelous sermon, which 
was followed by a great altar service. 

On Wednesday morning, the key-

1. NAME 


The name of this association shall 
be “The Pentecostal Fellowship of 
North America.” 


2. OBJECTIVES 


1. To provide a vehicle of expres- 
sion and coordination of effort in 
matters common to all member bodies, 
including missionary and evangelistic 
effort throughout the world. 

2. To demonstrate to the world the 
essential unity of Spirit-baptized be- 
lievers, fulfilling the prayer of the 
Lord Jesus “that they all may be one” 
(John 17:21). 

3. To provide services to our con- 
stituents which will enable them to 
accomplish more quickly and effi- 
ciently their responsibility for the 
speedy evangelization of the world. 





- 4. To encourage the principles of 
comity for the nurture of the body of 
Christ, endeavoring to keep the unity 
of the Spirit until we all come to the 
unity of the faith. 


3. STATEMENT OF FAITH 


1. We believe the Bible to be the in- 
spired, the only infallible authorita- 
tive Word of God. 

2. We believe that there is one God, 
eternally existent in three persons; 
Father, Son, and Holy Ghost. 

3. We believe in the deity of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, in His virgin birth, 
in His sinless life, in His miracles, in 
His vicarious and atoning sacrifice 
through His shed blood, in His bodily 
resurrection, in His ascension to the 
right hand of the Father, and in His 
personal return in power and glory. 

4. We believe that for the salvation 
of lost and sinful men regeneration 
by the Holy Spirit is absolutely essen- 
tial. 

5. We believe that the full gospel 
includes holiness of heart and life, 
healing for the body and the baptism 
in the Holy Spirit with the initial evi- 
dence of speaking in other tongues 
as the Spirit gives utterance. 

6. We believe in the present minis- 
try of the Holy Spirit by whose in- 
dwelling the Christian is enabled to 
live a godly life. 

7. We believe in the resurrection of 
both the saved and the lost; they that 
are saved unto the resurrection of life 
and they that are lost unto the res- 
urrection of damnation. 

8. We believe in the spiritual unity 
of believers in our Lord Jesus Christ. 


4. MEMBERSHIP 

Membership shall be eligible to 
those Pentecostal evangelical in- 
stitutions, churches, and groups of 
churches which shall subscribe to the 
statement of faith of the association 
and which agree to be governed by 
the principles, purposes and objec- 
tives of the fellowship as set forth in 
the constitution and by-laws. 

Applicants for membership shall be 
approved by a majority vote of the 
Board of Administration.., 

After having read through this re- 
port and constitution, I am sure you 
share my sentiment that a new day 
has dawned for those of like precious 
faith, and that this is indeed an 
epochal Thanksgiving Day for Pente- 
costals who have begun to . live, 
breathe, and work within and for the 
Pentecostal Fellowship of North
